H Ej 22d in the Evening the Cardinal 

de la Tremoille had a long Audi- 

ence of the Pope. Purfuant to the 

Refolutioa approv’d by all the Cardinals, 

500000 Crowns in Gold, of the Sum de- 

pofited by Pope Sixtus V inthe Caftle of st.A-gelo for 
the Service of the Church ona preffing Eme gency, 
have been taken out to be: apply’d to the “s-rg- of 
the military Preparations. The being 
ovok'd at the Subjeds of the Ecci fialicel Srete 
ginning to repeil cheir Violences b, Force, have 
renew'd their Hoftiliries in divers Places, fi ce theit 
Number came to be a»gmented by the rerarn of 
the German Troops who weve inthe Army of the 
Duke of Savoy. In the mean Time we beve Ad- 
vice, that the Marquis Je Prie upoa repeated Or- 
ders from the Court of Vienna, bas put himfeif on 
his Journey bither, tzking his Way by Fiorence ; 
and a Palace is fitting wp for him near Montecaval'o. 
’Tis judg’d that the Hoftilities which the Germans 
have begun, are partly defign’d to difpofe the ope 
to hearken to that Marqnis, and to enter into a Ne. 
geciation. The Marfhal de Theffe, who arriv’d 
here the zotb, went this Day incognito to an Audi- 
ence of the Pope, to which he was accompanied by 
the Cardinal de la Tremoille. Yefterday the Pope 
fent him a great Prefent of all forts of Refrefhments. 
Several Mortars and Cannon have been caft, and 
befides the Arms made here and in other Places of 
the Ecclefiaftical State, 30000 Mufquets have been 
bought up in Foreign Parts. A Gentleman who had 
before been under Condemnation for divers Crimes, 
has been brought hither Priforer from Civita Vec- 
chia, with fome Soldiers accus’d of boldieg Intelli- 
gence with the Germans, in order to deliver up that 
Place to them. The new Levies are continued 
with all Earneftnefs. The Count d’ Oram and the 
Commandeur Balbiani are returnd from viewing the 
Frontiers of the Kingdom of Naples, where they 
have pur Garrifons into the Places with Ammuni- 


tion neceffary for their fecuriry, We have an Ac- 


count that fome Soldiers who were of the Garrifon 
of Gaeta, having found Means to efcape, arriv’d at 
Fondi, which is the laft Place of the Kingdom of Na- 
ples on thatSide. TheI mperial Commiffary would have 
caus’d them to be fiez’d, becaufe they had no Pafs- 
ports; bur they ftood upon their Defence. The 
German Governor of Fondi feat 150 Grenadiers and 
fome Country Militia to take them, But after the 
firft Difcharge they betook tbemfelves to Plight,and 
retie’d into the Territories of the Church. On this 
Occafion feveral of the Germans were kill'd ; and 
the Diforder was fo great, that the Prince of 
Darmftad repair’d thither, to prevent amy further 
ill Confequences. 

_ Venice, O&, 27, ° They write from Ferrara, that 
the Pope’s Troops which had come to the Rendez- 
vous at Faenza, were march towards the Ferra- 
reze, to be diftributed into the Places moft expos’d 
to the Infults of the Germans. The 13th 500 Ger- 
mans march’d out of Comacchio, and atrempred 


to land near Longaftrino; but Captain Guarini 
whe was pofied bebind the Digve of the Po, caus'd 
iuch 2 Difcharge to be made wpon them, that 10 
of them Leing kill'd, tserett retir’'d. They recurn'’d 
thitber fince, and having e.cred Longaftrino afcer 
fome Refittanc:, burnc 25 Heufes. The 16th they 
Went to Oftellato, andon their approach Captain 
Bongiovanni of Rimini who commanded there, re- 
tir'd with 200 Soldiers. Yet the Peafants defended 
themfelves three Hours, and kill’d divers of the 
Germans, who at length enter’d, and pluoder’d and 
burnt the Village, without any regard to the 
Churches. “Count Marfigli repair’d thither, but 


‘they were then retir’d, and be caus’d Captain Bon- 


giovanni to be :mprifon’d. The Count de Boneval 
who commands in Comecchio, bas taken Poffeffion 
of fevers] other Pofis which the Peafarts bad aban- 
don’d after they had kii’d 30 or 40 Germans. The 
Imperialifts bave plunder'd on the Po near Ferrare, 
Revel, Vigarano della Pieve, Caffana, and Mai« 
nardo; aud have commited like Diforders in the 
Bolognefe. The Marquis Bentivcglio has re- 
trd from Srellata, not thinking bimfelf able 
todefendir. Thefe Hoftilities are the Preliminaries 
of the Negocistion of the Marquis de Prie who 
is fent to Rome by the Emperour. That Marquis 
arriv’d ac Florence the 19h, and the 20th proceeded 
from thence Litter, without having feen the 
Grand Duke or any of the Princes who were at 
feveral Seats in the Country.
